On November 17, 1917, the Re- 
public of Latvia, formerly a pro- 
vince of Russia, was given her in- 
dependence. Two years later the 
government set to the task of es- 
tablishing an efficient postal sys- 

= tem, and this naturally required 
the issuance of a set of postage 
stamps. Due to the effects of the 
World War, paper had become 
quite scarce, and the little repub- 
lic was faced with the problem of 
finding a sufficient supply of it. 
The Post Office Department soon 
acquired a large rumber of Ger- 
man ordnance maps which had 
been used in the campaign against 
Russia, and they printed part of 
their first issue on the backs of 
these maps.

These were cut in 
half, and then the stamps were 
printed on the back, so that each 
sheet of stamps has eight whole 
and two one-half notes on its 
back. 

As _ these stamps were printed 
in rather large quantities, you 
should be able to find some of 
them among your collection, and 
if you do, make a note of their 
history so that you may interest 
your other collector friends in 
these stamps. I have not seen any 
of these issues represented at 
some of the large exhibitions in 
the last few years, and I should 
think that a fine specialized col- 
lection of them would cop a prize 
at any show. It would definitely 
help to lift the veil of darkness 
from these stamps, and give them 
the place they deserve in this 
great hobby.

Gc AIR BOOKLET 


The first copy of the new 6c 
Air Mail Booklet stamp to 
reach our office came on a 
handsome cover from Lester 
McFarland, of Louisville, Ky. 
The cachet is a brilliant one, 
picturing American War planes 
over Japan and the inscription 
reads, “Join the Air Force and 
See Tokyo.” 

The interesting feature of 
this new stamp is that it is dif- 
ferent than the sheet stamp in 
more ways than one. No one 
can clip the sheet stamps and 
make booklet stamps from 
them, that is, trim the perfor- 
ations at the sides and make 
the sheet stamp appear as a 
booklet stamp because the two 
stamps differ in size. 

The sheet stamp is printed 
from plates in which the cur- 
vature of the plate is with the 
width so that the sheet stamp 
is about one mm. wider than 
the booklet stamp. At the same 
time, the booklet stamp is from 
plates that curve with the 
height of the stamp and like- 
wise this stamp from the book- 
let will show greater in up and 
down measurement than the 
booklet stamp, altho this dif- 
ference is very slight. The best 
test will be in measurement of 
width as the difference is 
about 1 mm. and readily noted. 


Free Norway Cover Has 
Complete Set Of Stamps 











Mr. E. Youngstrom of Standard, 
Calif., submits one of the covers 
with the complete set of the re- 
cent “Free Norweigans” postage 
stamps as illustrated in our issue 
of January 14th. The cover has 
the six stamps spread across the 
top and is canceled twice, each 
cancel covering three stamps. 

The cancellation is a large box 
about 2%2x1% inches in size. At 
top and center is a ships anchor 
with three wavy lines at either 
side. Below this a paneled box 
with date “24 JAN 1943 9” and 
below this in two lines of large 
capital letters “NORSK-SKIP- 
POST” and HANDELSFLATEN.” 
The cover also bears a PAQUE- 
BOT mark in black handstamp. 
It was mailed by T. Chris, from 
Hampton, Middlesex, England 
and has the regulation Censor 
label over the left end of the en- 
velope. 

A handsome cover and a war 
piece that is well yorth preserv- 
ing. 





Envelope Plant Swamped 
With New Envelope Orders 


According to the New York 
Sun, the principal reason that the 
new series of stamped envelopes 
has not yet made its appearance 
is because the plant at Dayton 
which produces the stamped en- 
velopes has been swamped with 
printing 6c Air Mail Envelopes 
for overseas use. It is pointed 
out that soldiers overseas do not 
like the 6c stamp since they stick 
together and thus they demand 
the envelopes. Thus the making 
of the 6c booklet with protecting 
paper between pages should rem- 
edy that situation and permit the 
envelope plant to get back to 
normal production, when the new 
envelopes, so long _ promised 
should appear. 

The Sun states that the Dayton 
manufacturers of envelopes have 
turned out 139,600,000 of the 6c 
airmail envelopes in the present 
fiscal year as against only 20,- 
200,000 in the previous year, and 
that is some envelopes.

Advance In Postage And Air Mail 
Brings Quick Issue Of New Stamp 
Some Immediate Color Changes 





Prices are going up, even postage prices in Canada are now 
scheduled for an advance, effective April 1st, and this is no April 
Fool joke either. On that date the basic 3c letter rate will be ad- 
vanced from 8c to 4 cents and at the same time the airmail rate 
goes from 6c to 7c. At the same time the 2c city rate which is the 
same as the 2c rate we have in this country for letters delivered in 


the city in which they are mailed, 


will be advanced to 3c. 


These announcements came from the Postoffice Department at 
Ottawa under date of March 15th, It is hardly probably that new

or any other general catalogue? 
Is it intended rather to be “new 
philatelic knowledge” and there- 
fore denote research of some 
kind? An entrant who can give a 
satisfactory answer to these ques- 
tions is putting himself in a posi- 
tion to carry off the major award 
in the contest.

@stamps can be prepared in time 


for this change of rate on April 
Ist, Collectors however will want 
covers showing first day of new 
rate regardless of what stamps are 
on the cover and the time to get 
them is so short that many will 
be disappointed. Doubtless how- 
ever, Canadian dealers will ob- 
tain a supply of such covers and 
will reap a handsome return from 
'their sale. 

| It is of course possible that 
|some color changes might be 
| made by printing from the plates 
|of the current set in new colors, 
but no definite information on 
that point is available, 

What will have to be prepared 
will be a new 4c stamp which 
will be printed in red, This will 
be for the basic letter rate under 





Postal Union Agreement as to 
color which will be red. This 
means that the current 3c red 


stamp will pass out and its color 
will be changed to a color for the 
local city delivery. The 2c brown 
stamp has heretofore been used 
for this purpose and thus the use 
of this 2c stamp will be discon- 
tinued for that purpose. 

A new 4c stamp is to be pre- 
pared and it along with other new 
stamps including the new Airmail 
stamp and perhaps others will be 
issued about April 15th or as soon 
as possible. 

No announcement that we have 
;seen speaks about any change in 
the international 5c rate, but it 
would seem that there will be a 
change in this rate also and that 
will mean the current 5c stamp 
will fall into lesser use and a new 
value, probably a 6c in blue may 
take its place, 

With a change from 6c to 7c for 
the airmail rate, the current 6c 
airmail stamp will become obso- 
lete and we may have a surcharge 
here as we have had from Canada 
in the past. In 1932 the airmail rate 
was advanced from 5c to 6c and 
the surcharged stamp appeared. 
Also the Airmail Special Delivery 
16c stamp will have to be changed 
to a 17c stamp and this too may 
be a surcharge for use until a new 
stamp can be prepared. 

Speaking of surcharges, it is en- 
‘tirely possible that low values of 
the postage series may be sur- 
charged to meet the new rate on 
April 1st. Canada has used sur- 
charges for rate changes several 
times in the past and there is no

This 
on the Yakima Wallula run, On 
the WallaWalla Wallula run they 
used~an old Wallula Transfer Of- 
fice cancel. 

A clerk who had the run pre- 
viously tells me that some years 


ago they used the old Spokane & | 


Moscow postmark on the Walla 
Walla—Wallula run. It had orig- 
inally used on the Spokane & In- 
land Empire, an electric line 
which still handles freight but no 
mail or passengers. R. M. S. on 
that line was discontinued in 
April 1939 so the postmark must 
have been used on the U. P. 
either in December of 1939 or 
1940.” I am grateful to Mr. New- 
comer for the above and if any 
of you can report any other tem- 
porarp offices please let me hear 
of them. 


Mr. Leland C. Lewis sends in 
a few tracings of some foreign 
R. P, O. One, from North Borneo, 
shows a double circle with the 
words MAIL TRAIN around the 
top and NORTH BORNEO around 
the bottom. The date is in the 
center, One form Ceylon is similar 
with OSONA- CEYLON T. P. O. 
around the top and the bottom 
blank, 





From Mr. Walter Bates some 
interesting foreign items, One is a 
stamped envelope from Columbia. 
It has a regular Columbian stamp 
printed in the top center and in 
a curving line under it the words 
“SERVICIO POSTAL FERREO” 
It is the first item I have seen that 


was designed solely for R. P. O.| 


use, Mr. Bates also sent several 
types of the Austrian and South 
American cancels that have been 
described in these columns before. 


I am grateful to both of the 
gentlemen mentioned above for 
the information on foreign can- 
cels. I am becoming more and 
more interested in them and re- 
commend them to all of you. They 
make a nice showing in any col- 
lection and there are so many 
varieties some quite fancy. I 
would like very much to hear 
from any of you who collect 
them. 


From Mr. D. D. Livingston a 
little booklet that is crammed full 
of information. Its title, “Rail- 
road Facts.” From it I gleaned 
the following, (all figures are for 
Class I roads only.) For 1941 
the revenue from mail was $108,- 
192,461 an increase of $7,105,563 
over the preceeding year. The 
booklet lists the revenue from 
1916 through 1941. The revenue 
in 1916 was only $61,223,671 
which gives some idea of the in- 
creased use of the RMS today. 


In a letter from Mr. Koelln he 
calls attention to the Postal Od- 
ities cartoon ef Jan. 7.

Several weeks ago we covered 
the field of phantom plate num- 
bers, As you probably know, the 
phantom number is usually the 
same number that appears in the 
correct position on the sheet, and 
is merely a repetition of this num- 
ber. However, phantom plate 
numbers have been known to dif- 
fer from the regular sheet num- 
bers. This variation, as far as I 
can recall, has never given rise to 
;}more than one number that is 
|different from the regular plate 
number. In other words, the 
phantom strip never contains 
more than two different numbers. 

The subject of this week’s dis- 
cussion is similar, and yet quite 
different from the above variety. 
The item is a bottom marginal 
block of four of the 5c Aeronau- 
tics commemorative stamp, This 
block shows the plate number 
19659 in blue ink, just beneath 
the lower left hand stamp. On the 
|reverse side of the block, there 
jis an offset of plate numbers 19- 
| 660 and 19661, beneath the same 
stamp and in the same approxi- 
mate area. Thus, this block has 
three different numbers, one on 
the right side of the sheet, and 
two in reverse print on the other 
side of the sheet, resulting of 
course from a strong offset. The 
fact that these three numbers are 
consecutive, is really one of those 
queer freaks of stamp production. 
These two offsets are also in the 
same blue ink, which corresponds 
to the color in which these stamps 
were printed. 

This item represents the only 
piece I have ever seen in which 
three different plate numbers ap- 
pear,

ed, and he is advising: “If you 
squawk, blame them—and watch 
out for me!” 

Mr. Yoder, the Director of Pub- 
lic Relations, has consented 
to permit members of PCEC to 
obtain this meter slogan on covers. 
Self-addressed envelopes (patrio- 
tics if you wish) should be sent 
to the Secretary of the Patriotic 
Cover Exchange Club, enclosing 
three cents for each cover desir- 
ed. (The three cents is to pay the 
postage). Do not attach stamps to 
the covers as the meter will be 
used. PCEC members will not be 
required to pay the usual for- 
warding fee. Remember that cov- 
ers and money for postage should 
be sent to the Secretary of PCEC 
before April 5, 1943.

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A Great Day In 
Canadian Philately 





Saturday, March 6th, was a big 
day in Canadian philately, for it 
was then at Montrcal, Quebec, 
that what is probably the most 
outstanding collection of Canad- 
ian Postal Stationery in existence 
became the property of the Can- 
adian Post Office Department, 
Professor R. DeL. French, of 
McGill University presented it to 
the Hon. Wiliam P. Mulock, Post- 
master -General, who signed the 
document on behaif of the Post Of- 
fice Department. However, Profes- 
sor French will keep the collection 
in his own possession for some 
time yet, since he still has some 
work to do on it. 

Well over one thousand items 
are included in this unique col- 
lection, which is probably the 
most complete in the world. In- 
cluded are one used and one un- 
used copy almost every article of 
postal stationery issued in Can- 
ada since 1860, stamped enve- 
lopes, both official and private, 
stamped post cards, and postal 
wrappers bearing imprints of the 
postage die. The collection is

with double impressions of the 
overprint. These varieties are of 
some rarity, although there ap- 
pears to be no record as to the 
actual numbers existing of each. 
The total number of stamps so 
treated amounted to 61,860, rang- 
ing from 15,600 apiece of the 
three lowest denominations to only 
900 of the 5s. Contrary to a report 
circulated at the time, however, 
they were not all sold out with- 
in twenty-four hours ~ of being 
placed on sale, and at the end of 
the week’s currency the Govern- 
ment was left with certain “ re- 
mainders on their hands. .’’

GLANCING 
at MONGOLIA 


Mongolia—that vast and spraw- 
ling expanse of the earth’s sur- 
face in the central part of the 























Asiatic mainland—is a_ great 
plains region, And these great 
plains which extend from the 


Great Kningan Mountains range 
in the east to the great Altai 
Mountain ranges in the west are, 
almost all, desert. Its area has 
been estimated at 1,878,000 square 
miles and its population has been 
approximated at 900,000 natives 
who have ever lived a nomadic 
life. These figures do not include 
the erstwhile “Inner Mongolia” 
that, early in 1928, declared its 
allegiance to Nationalist China and 
which then became the provinces 
of Chahar, Suiyuan and Ninghsia 
within the Republic of China. 
‘There is but little agriculture 
on these vast desert plains—and 
of course manufacturing industry 
is just about zero. Horses, cam- 
els and sheep are its principal in- 
terests though someone once re- 
ferred to Mongolia as the “Cow- 
herd Empire.’ All the above are 
pictured on a series of stamps 
issued in 1932. The postage stamps 
are produced in Moscow. 
A stolidly-built, sturdy people 
broad flat faces, the Mongols have 
straight, black hair, noses of med- 
ium width but broad nostrils, and 
a skin that varies from yellow to 
yellowish-brown. Anthropologists 
now generally believe that the 
American Indian came original- 
ly from northern Asia, and there- 
fore of ancient Mongolian descent. 
The Mongols have never forgét- 
ten that they are the descendents 
of Ghengis Khan (1162-1227) 
whose genius built one of the 
greatest empires the world has 
ever known. History tells that 
this empire, started by Ghengis 
Khan and extended by his suc- 
cessors through Kublai Khan, 
spread from the Pacific Ocean to 
the Dneiper river in Europe; but 
that it started its disintegration in 
the year 1335 when a Chinese 
priest abandoned his garb to turn 
warrior, leading his Chinese forces 
to beat back the Mongol hordes 
and establish the Ming Dynasty. 
The lands of the Mongols became 
a part of the Chinese empire. 
The Mongols in Outer Mongolia 
(or what is known as Mongolia in 
present times) grasped occasion to 
claim complete independence again 
in 1911 when: Manchus were de- 
posed in the Chinese revolution. 
It is now a self-governing state, 
modeled on Soviet lines and re- 
ferred to as a “Peoples Republic.” 
It is closely allied to the Russian 
Union of Socialist Soviet Repub- 
lics but not recognized as a for- 
mal part therecf, Its capital is at 
Ulan-Bater (formerly known as 
Urga) in the northern part of the 
country and to the southeast of 
Irkutsk, Siberia. 
In the old Inner Mongolia (or 
those vast sections now encom- 
passed in China’s Provinces of 
Chahar, Suiyuan and _ WNinghsia) 
political tides have been flowing 
in the last few years or since the

The Mongols subsist on the pro- 
duce of their herds and the real 
Mongol never eats vegetables, fish 
chickens or eggs; finding his sus- 
tenance in the milk, curd, cheese 
and meat obtained from his cows, 
mares, sheep, goats and camels. 
What very small amount of goods 
that the Mongol brings in from 
the outside world for his economy 
are all borne by camel caravans. 

In Mongolia the pails into which 
milk is received are never wash- 
ed since it is believed that the 
water-spirit might come into con- 
flict with the milk spirit and ill- 
luck for men, cattle and animals 
would ensue, The practice of agri- 
culture is against a Mongol’s na- 
ture since he has a horror of dig- 
Mother Earth was never meant 
pleases the gods. As though they 
would identify themselves with 
their steppe land, prairie an¢ de- 
sert, Mongols wish to have as lit- 
tle to do with water as possible; 
and for this reason never bathe 
throughout the whole of their 
lives. Were a Mongol to have 
much to do with water, he might 
ibe reincarnated as a fish and this 
would be a terrible calamity. 

From time immemorial the tent 
has been the home of the Mongol. 
Such tents are composed of thick 
felts arranged to withstand wind 
and snow; and according to wealth 
or poverty, the interior is hung 
with handsome or shabby stuffs. 
Severe simplicity is the general 
rule of the Mongol. Whether rich 
or poor the mode of life is much 
the same—rough, strong, home- 
made clothes, harness and equip- 
ment; one or two trunks to con- 
tain treasure and best clothes; a 
hospitable reception for any trav- 
eler; no tables or chairs and a 
fixed etiquette as to privacy, pre- 
cedence or right to squat in cer.

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Starting Our Second Year in Sidney 
This number of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News marks the beginning 
of our Second Year of Publication from our location here in Sidney 
Ohio. The time has flown so fast that we have scarcely noticed the 
passing. This comes from a happy and contented state of mind cou- 


pled with a year filled with work that has been 
both pleasant and profitable, While not so profita- 
ble in a financial way as one might hope for it has 
been profitable in many other ways, for we are 
more soundly and firmly established, we have 
‘weathered the storm that might have blown up as 
a result of our change of form from magazine style 
to Tabloid. We recognize that there are some read- 
ers who yet mourn that change, but by far the 
greatest number who have taken the time to ex- 
press their opinion on the matter, are overwelm- 
ingly in favor of the new paper and our own belief 
based on our daily mail is that the change was a 
desirable one. In the past years most stamp papers 
Geo, W. Linn have been of the magazine style of publication. 
That meant primarily that the contents and the published matter 
was mostly in the nature of stories and studies of stamps, matter 
that could as well be printed next month or next week as today, the 
time element had little effect on such publication. Far a great many 
years there was but one weekly stamp paper in America, it has only 
been in the past twenty-five years or less that there has been a 
change in this situation and that more weeklies are now printed than 
monthly papers, Even today, most of the weekly papers still carry 
on in the general plan of printing articles about stamps and give less 
attention to news of stamps and the stamp world. Our thought in 
making the change to the Tabloid Newspaper Style was that we be- 
lieved that there was a field for a strictly Philatelic Newspaper. 
That a paper that would give more attention to presenting the news 
of the stamp world than to printing articles about stamps, would 
meet with response from the collectors of America. We believe we 
have a lot of readers who agree with us on this subject. There are 
still plenty of weekly papers which do devote most of their space to 
strictly stamp articles and with less use of news. For the collector 
who prefers that type of matter, they are available at various prices 
and for only 25c more that same collector can get a paper which on 
the other hand, gives him the news. This makes a very happy and 
practical combination that has met with much approval. 

There are things in favor of both types of paper and with the 
low cost for a paper of this type, the collector can well afford both 
kinds. -< 

The past year has been a difficult one for everyone in any walk 
of life. Our own problems have been many—we do not expect to be 
able to solve them in a satisfactory manner until the war is won. In 
the meantime, we will be satisfied if we can struggle along and be 
here when the curtain goes down, after which we hope to have as- 
sociated with us another capable philatelist and by the combined 
efforts of the two of us we will be able to put this paper out in 
front in such a manner as we have long dreamed about. The task is 
too great for one person, patience is a virtue that we have plenty of 
and if our readers will bear with us over the present emergency, 
stand with us by renewing their subscriptions, we will be in a pos- 
ition when the time is opportune to reward them for that patience 
on their part. 








PHILATELIC KNOWLEDGE 

In an item elsewhere in this issue, Everett Erle, Chairman of 
the Committee of the Council of Northern California Stamp Clubs 
states that the contest now being conducted by the Council for the 
purpose of formulating a set of rules to judge stamp exhibitions has 
shown one specification in almost all the rules submitted and this 
is with reference to “Philatelic Knowledge Shown”, This leads Mr. 
Erle to ask just what is Philatelic Knowledge? It is what you find 
stated in the Scott Catalogue or in general handbooks or is it origi- 
nal research bringing forth new and additional information? 

It would seem that Mr. Erle has brought out a point here that 
does need clarifying and that when one thinks the matter over 
carefully he will readily realize that there is a vast difference be- 
tween Philatelic Knowiedge and Philatelic Research, which in the 
end is of course Philatelic Knowledge, but knowledge that should 
rate an entirely different classification and even more points for 
the exhibitor. 

My own personal argument would be that Philatelic Knowledge 
fn its broadest form should include both known and published facts 
as well as original research and new facts and information. How- 
ever, to classify Philateli¢ Knowledge in this manner might lead to 
defeating its real meaning and I would believe that we would do 
well to accept Philatelic Knowledge as meaning Knowledge of 


Known facts as may be found in Catalogues and handbooks, for 
certainly nothing not yet known is Knowledge, therefore Philatelic 
Knowledge should cover only known facts. 

More important than this however is Philatelic Research, this

If Dr. Babcock were still with 
us his records would doubtless 
show what this stamp has brought 
at auction an cover, The stamp 
being on a combination rate cov- 
er for special Gelivery is of course 
much more rare than if used 
alone on a cover. On cover alone, 
Scott lists the stamp at $50.00. 

It might be remarked here that 
if there was as much demand for 
covers as there is for the stamp 
itself off cover that $50.00 would 
be a very small fraction of its

value. Items such as this have a 


far more limited market than 
stamps off cover and the only 
way to judge their value is to 
watch auction prices for such 
items. Our own estimation of val- 
ue means nothing in a situation 
like this for if we would merely 
price the stamp according to its 
scarcity, the price would have to 
run into hundreds of dollars, but 
with things of this sort the price 
can only be based on what some- 
one is ready to pay for it and that 
is a far different matter.

reason why it should not be done 
again. 

All in all, collectors will have 
a merry time trying to get all 
these charges, no matter how 
made on First Day Covers. 

We hope to have a definite an- 
nouncement from the Canadian 
Government regarding first day 
issue of the new stamps, which are 
expected to be issued about April 
15th, but the time is so short, this 
change coming so unexpectedly, 
that it is going to be a scramble to 
get the covers. 


The thought that comes from 
this change in Canada now leads 
us to wonder if we may get the 
same rate change here. It is to be 
noted that Postmaster General 
Walker in a recent statement said 
that an advance of 4c in our basic 
letter rate would permit the Post- 
office Department to balance its 
budget for the coming year and 
if Canada has done it, we too may 
be in for a similar change in the 
future. ; 

Our thanks are due Mr. W. R. 
Adams of Toronto, for a clipping 
from which we have gathered the 
information above. 


Another clipping gives some 
further information on the pro- 
posed rate changes which are that, 
letters for local delivery will be 
3e for the first ounce and 1c for 
each additional ounce. Letters to 
other parts of Canada, to the U. 
S., the British Empire countries, 
France, and all countries in North 
and South America will be 4c for 
the first ounce and 2e for each ad- 
ditional ounce. 

Airmail rates within Canada 
will be 7 cents for the first ounce 
and 5 cents for each additional 
ounce, while airmail rates to the 
United States will be 7c for the 
first ounce and 6 cents for each 
additional ounce. 

Business reply envelopes, now 
subject to 4c postage on delivery 
will be advanced to 5c postage.
